HE lives of thousands of 

soldiers who would have 

died under conditions of 
previous wars. are being saved 
to-day in the Mediterranean war 
zones. 

This claim was made yesterday 
by Lieut.-General Sir Alexander 
Wood, Director-General of British 
Army Medical Services. Formerly 
shell-shock victims were removed 
from the sound of guns for treat- 
ment. Now treatment is given 
for ‘‘combat fatigue,’’ the same 
general aliment, and patients 
can be kept within seven miles 
of the front line.

Traders Seek. 
Dried Fruit | 
Price Inquiry 


Alleging that certain suppliers 
unloaded consignments of dried fruit 
at exorbitant prices on the retail 
trade, in anticipation of the new 
Price Order, the Standing Commit- 
tee of the Retail Grocery, Dairy 
and Allied Trades’ Association has 
decided to ask the Minister for 
Supplies to hold an inquiry into 
the distribution of recent dried fruit 
imports. 

Disclosing this to an /rish Times 
reporter yesterday, Mr. Cathal 
Loughney, general secretary of the 
association, said that they had ad- 
vised all traders who had paid 
more than the fixed wholesale ‘price 
of 1s, 6d. to apply fgr a rebate, 

inting out that the price at the 
North Wall was 1s. 2d., and that 
exorbitant profits must, therefore, 
have been made at some stage be- 
tween the importer and the retailer. 
Some retailers had paid up to 2s. 
per lb., plus freight. 

Where a rebate was not forthcom- 
ing, he added, the facts would be 
reported to the Minister for Sup- 
plies, who would be asked to ensure} 
“hat in future all importers would 
honour their undertakings to dis- 
tribute fairly through normal trade 
channels, and to withhold licences 
from importers found guilty of un- 
fair distribution in the present 
instance.

New Chief Justice 
of Palestine 


Mr. William James Fitzgerald, 
M.C., Attorney-General, Palestine, is 
to be Chief Justice of Palestine, in 
succession to Mr. Frederic Gordon 
Smith, who is retiring shortly, the 
British Colonial Office announce. 
Mr. Fitzgerald, born at Cappawhite, 
Co. Tipperary, in May, 1894, was 
educated at Trinity College, Dublin. 
He served. in the Durham Light 
Infantry and the XV. Corps mounted 
troops from 1914-1919, winning the 
M.C. and Croix de Guerre. 

Appointed an Administrative Officer 
in Nigeria in 1919, he was called to 
the Irish Bar four years later, and 
in 1924 was appointed Crown Counsel, 
Nigeria. In 1932 he became Solicitor- 
General of Northern Rhodesia, 
Attorney-General of that territory in 
1933 and Attorney-General of Pales- 
tine in 1937,

The 
need for such a book has long been 
felt. The last comprehensive Irish 
Flora was published: over a century 
ago; and, while excellent abridged 
floras have been published in 
England in recent years, the 
difference between the floras of 
Ireland and Great Britain is such 
as to render the selection of species 
in a British flora very unsatisfactory 
from the point of view of the Irish 
botanist. Tr Webb is to be con- 
tulated on: his achievement, and 
rish botanists owe him a debt of 
gratitude for this indispensible hand- 
book.

Well . . . obviously one could, if 
one’s mind were filled with stories of 
the Jesuits and Catholic disloyalty 
to the throne, think of him as just 
mendacious and cunning. Or, if one 
knew, like Sydney Smith, that the

Near the sea escal- 
lonia is particularly good, but 
makes a hedge of considerable 
width. Where. ornament is the 
principal object, fuchsia, lavender, 
polyantha roses, purple-leaved or 
berried barberries suggest them- 
selves.

ART EXHIBITION 


Gaetano de Gennaro has been to 
the island of Inishere. Yesterday, at 
the Shelbourne Hotel, Dublin, an 
exhibition of nearly fifty paintings, 
pastels and sketches which he 
executed there was opened by Mr. 


iKees Van Hock. ‘It marks a break 


with the beau monde type of sub- 
ject which, the artist — a 
fashionable portrait painter, we have 
come to expect from him in Dublin.

Effects of War t 


An intellectual support of the war 
and a stronger physical revulsion 
from the means of war go in indirect 
ways to make up a number of incon-/t 
clusive articles, half-hearted satires 
and ambiguous fables. An art critic 
attacks recent outbreaks of war-time|t 
surrealism with nervous ferocity 
(‘‘the majority of these doodlings are 
the wax impressions of the crippled 
and stunted minds that produced 
them, the plaster-casts of social de- 
formity ’’), but rather loses interest 
when he comes to discussing the re- 
construction of art and society. A 
young soldier shows a similar 
interior struggle between nerves 
and brain when he writes of 
his present ‘‘ descent among the 
distorted faces, the unformed words, 
of the crowd, of the mob, of the 
herd,” as being “bell,” and then 
adds resolutely: “It is hell, but it 
is good for me.”

Justice Overend: that Commander 
Tighe had not complied with a con- 
dition in the will of his cousin, 
Lieutenant Tighe, and that his 
claim to real estate in Ireland, 
valued at £6,681, and a gift of 
£5,000 failed.

acceptance of the estate willed to}! 
him to the Public Trustee’ in 
England within three months of the 
death of Lieutenant Tighe. In 
rebruary, 1941, the War Office re- 
ported that Lieutenant Tighe had 
been killed in action in June, 1940, 
and Commander Tighe gave notice 
of his acceptance within a month 
of his hearing of the death. Mr. 
Justice Overend interpreted the con- 
dition strictly in accordance with 
the: intention of Lieutenant Tighe 
as set out in the will, and the 
Supreme Court now unanimously 
held that he was right. 
The property now goes, under the 
will of Lieutenant Tighe’s mother, 
to his three sisters, Mrs. Shelagh 
Lade, late of 42 Bourne street, 
Eaton square, London; Miss Oonah 
Tighe, 57 Cottesmore Court, Ken- 
sington, London, and Miss Gertrude 
Tighe, 20 Chantrey House, Eccles- 
ton street, London.
